THE ALLEGED MURDERER OF 4108. 
SNELL, THE CHICAGO MILLIONAIRE. 


Important Clews Obtained by the Police 
Pointing to William Gehright, Alias 
Scott, a Professional Creok, as One of the 
Murderers’ Gang—The Stories Told by 
Mrs. Wicks and Miss Clifford. 


CuIcAGO, February I7.—The identity of one 
of the burglars who threw the town into a 
fever of excitement by murdering Amos J. 
Snell, the West Side millionaire, about 2 
©’clock Wednesday morning, February 8, has 
been discovered. But the burglar, himself, is 
still enjoying all his freedom. During the latter 
part of January, a blonde young man,of about 
19 or 20 years old, rented a room of 
a Mrs. Wicks, who keeps a boarding- 
house in West Madison street. He was 
slight of build and about 5 feet 8 inches tall. 
His complexion was light, eyes blue or gray 
and quite large and round. He had a small 
brown mustache and wore a sealskin cap, a 
brown plaid cape overcoat, wide cus striped 
trousers of grayish color, and was altogether 
of stylish appearance. The young man said 
his name was Scott. 

The day after his arrival,“ said Mrs. 
Wick, yesterday, Scott got up and went out 
wearing asiik hat andadark sack overcoat. 
Before going he told me that he did not wish 
to make anybody’s acquaintance in the house, 
that his business required him to be out all 
night and he could not be social. I took notice 
afterward that he tried to avoid meeting any 
of the rest of my lodgers. He usually arose 
late in the afternoon, sat in his 
room playing the mandolin, and about 10 


o’clock, or sometimes as late as 
12, when he was sure everybody had retired 
for the night, he would go down stairs cauti- 
ously and out. I noticed that many times he 
was dressed in different clothes when he went 
out. His hourfor coming in during the three 
weeks he was here was anywhere between 8 
and6a.m. He usually slept till 2 or8 o’ clock. 
When he went out he invariably locked his 
door and gave me the key. Often when he 
went out I saw him ing mysterious E 
ages, but I never could find any of them in his 
room when I went to clean it up. The closet 
he always kevt locked, carrying the key in his 
pocket.’’ 
A DEEP MYSTERY. 

On the morning of the Snell murder de- 
tween 8 and 4 o’clock Mrs. Wick heard her 
lodger come up the stairs and go to his room. 
She thought she heard another man with him. 
The lodger turned the light outinthe hall. 
Between 8and9 o’clock be came out of his 
room dressed asif for ajourney. Another 
man, whom the woman describesas being 
older and genteel in dress, was with him. 
This man kept his face turned so she could not 
Scott had a slouch hat which she had 
never seen him wear before, pulled down over 
his face. He said to her: Well, I am going 
out on the road to-day.’’

She found the closet 
door locked and the key gone. She picked the 
lock with a piece of wire. Inside a strange 
sight met her eyes. The closet was filled with 
evidences of the mysterious Mr. Scott's ocou- 
She found a guantity of silverware, 
two coils used tothe thickness of a lead pen- 
cil, a broadcloth overcoat which she had 
never seen him wear, several old chisels 
and handles of chisels bits, 
a book on machinists’ tools, a 
lot of silver knives and forks and 
~ ns, a mandolin, a pair of ladies’ kid 

oves, a pair of woolen mittens and a pair of 

w-cut shoes. Mrs. Wicks also discovered in 
a small drawer a pair of burglars’ felt slippers 
and three sperm candies, one of which was 


half burned. 
STRONG PROOF. 

Now come some of the links in the chain 
that will ey convict ‘‘Mr. scott,’’ 
whose real name is said to be WI I- 
lam Gehright, one of the most dangerous 
and accomplished cracksman in the country. 
Jennie Olifford, ſthe proprietress of a disreput- 
able resort on the West side, has given the 
police valuable information regarding ‘‘Billy’’ 
Gehright, who, onthe night before the mur. 
der, called at her house and staid a short 
time. On that occasion it was snowing and he 
wore a seal cap; otherwise he was dressed just 
as Mrs. Wick describes him. Miss Olifford 
expected him back Wednesday night, but he 
came not. She has not seen him since, Fri- 
day or Saturday after the murder she 
began to think over the queer 
remarks he made when at ber house 
and remembered he carried with him when 
there a mahogany case, just like the one found 
at Snell’s. house, filled with his tools. She 
notified the police and said she was willing to 
aid the police as far as possible. Afterward 
she identified the mahogny case as the same 
she had seen in Gehright’s possession. The 
police have discovered that Gehright is -the 
son of a respectabie family living on the North 
side. They have found two or three acquain- 
tances of his, who have agreed to assist in the 
search for him.

WILLIAM SCHMITS’ SUICIDE. 


Leaped From a Window, After Cutting His 
Throat and Stabbing Himself. 


William Schmits, a patient at the Good 
Samaritan Hospital, Jefferson avenue and 
Dayton street, committed suicide this morn- 
ing by stabbing himself, cutting his throat 
and jumping out of a second-story window of 
the institution. Schmits was 37 years of age, 
unmarried, and by occupation alaborer. He 


was admitted to the institution on February 10. 
The physicians at the hospital made an exam- 
ination of him, and informed him that he was 
free from ailment, and that there was nothing 
the matter with him. Schmits still insisted he 
was sick, and it wo him very much, This 
allucination is believed to have been the 
cause of his taking his life. At 6:80 this 
morning he spoke with C. F. Kemper, Super- 
intendent of the h ital, and five minutes 
later he was found in his night garments lying 
on the ground in front of the institution 
on the Jefferson avenue side. He had jumped 
out of the second-story window. Before tak- 
ing the teap he had himselt twice in 
the breast and cut his throat with a pocket - 
knife. The leap fractured his skull, he striking 
on his forehead. He was carried up-stairs 
and at 6: a. m. died. Just which of the in- 
juries caused death it is hard to say, but they 
all probably assisted. An inquest was held on 
the body and a verdict of suicide returned.

The Crow Medicine Man Attempts to Mur- 
der His Fellow Prisoners. 


St. PAUL, Minn., February 17.—Deaf Bull, a 
sub-chief and medicine man among the Crow 
Indians, who was captured with seven others 
by Gen. Ruger last fall, made an attack on two 
of his companions yesterday that may prove 
fatal. The eight captive braves occupied a 
large room in the miltary prison at Ft. Snell- 
ing. Deaf Bull got hold of a big knife and 


made an onslaught on the entire party. The 
Indians let out wild yells that aroused the 
whole garrison. The sentinels about the 
prison gave the alarm anda detachment “= 
sent inside. Deaf Bull had by that time cau 
two of the braves, Crazyhead and Man- Who- 
Looks-With-His-Ears, and laid open their 
throats, and stabbed them in the arms and 
sides, and they lay on the floor bleed- 
aE. When the soldiers got inside, he made 
a break at them and was felled with the but of 
a musket, He got up and jumped on Corporal 
Holly, but was knocked down and overpow- 
ered, not, however, until he had slashed his 
knife into his own throat, cutting a serious 
wound. 

He was handcuffed, buteven then he made 
such a fight that he broke his own right arm 
just above the elbow. In this condition he 
was chained 4 one side of his stone prison. 
Three Indians, besides the two above-named, 
got some — cuts from the red man’s knife, 
as he went on his wild chase, before the de- 
tachment got in.

AN ARREST. : 


Trial of the Gannon-Doneovan Case Before a 
Jury To-Day—The Nieman Habeas Corpus 
Proceeding—Matters in Pending Divorce 
Suite—A Wife’s Motion Overruled—Legal 
News and Notes.

He “aid 
not deny that the West — had been 
forcibly taken from their homes, but held 
that the Kentuckians were justified by 
the dangers threatening them in taking 
the matter in their own hands when the West 
Virginia authorities refused to assist in re- 
straining and punishing the outlaws who had 
only to cross a narrow stream to commit the 
most atrocious crimes and then cross back 
again to safety from thelaw. Mr. Ferguson 
asserted positively that he had creditable in- 
formation that a State official of West 
Virginia bad deen retained with a 
fee of to prevent Gov. Wil- 
son from reco aistag, the requisition 
issued by Gov. Buckner. He charged also that 
the Hatfield crew had brought other influ- 
ences to bear, and that the worst of the gang 
were now in comparattve security. 

Of the prisoners now in the Louisville Jail, 
Mr. Ferguson says that Valentine Hatfleid re- 
cently confessed to him that he had five living 
wives and thirty-three living children. Nine 
of his children have died. Mr. Ferguson 
states that Hatfield has peculiar ideas of 
polygamy and does not marry his wife accord- 
ng to law, but takes them and apportions his 
time out between them.

BADLY BEATEN. 


4 COUPLE OF WELL-KNOWN DETECTIVES 
TERRIBLY CLUBBED. 


Jim Tracy and John Hobbs at the Mercy of 
a Saloen-Keeper and His Bartender at 
Eighth and Pine Streets This Morning— 
Hobbs So Badly Injured That Bail Was 
Refused for His Assailants—Uause of the 

Fracas. 

Detectives James Tracy and John Hobbs 
were terribly beaten at an early hour this 
morning. Both were out late on duty and 
happened jo meet. They walked along 
together as they passed Diahth and Pine 
‘streets at o’clock heard a racket in Huebs- 
man’s saloon on the northeast corner. As 
they rushed for the saloon a citizen named 
James Collins came running out bieeding 
profusely from wounds which Conrad Huebs- 
man, Jr., son of the proprietor of the place, 
and Julius Gottlieb, the bartender, had inflict- 
ed upon him with clubs. The officers entered 
the saloon and halted the men, who were fol- 
lowing Collins. They ordered them to desist, 
informed them that they were officers and 
told them to consider themselves under ar- 
rest. Huebsman and Gottlieb, who are both 
powerful men, turned upon the officers and 
beat them over the heads with the clubs. 
Hobbs was felled to the floor 
and = terribly hammered about the 
head and body while down. Tracy 


eves anumber of severe scalp wounds. 

th officers were taken to the City Dispen- 
ary where Dr. Steinmetz, who dressed their 
injaries, ronounced their condition very 
serious. From the dispensary the men were 
taken home, Hobbs to his room at Seventh 
and Olive streets, and Tracy to his residence, 
No. 1838 Hogan street. Huebsman and Gott- 
lieb were arrested by Officers Collins and 
Gross and locked up at the Four Courts, Dr. 
Robinson, who is attending Hobbs, this morn- 
ing refused te give a certificate that the officer 
was out of danger. Tracy’s condition is not 
considered precarious. 

THE PRISONERS’ STORY. 

Huebsman and Gottlieb were seen in the 
holdover to-day and asked what they had to 
say about the trouble. Huebsman did most 
of the talking. Some time ago, said he, 
e had trouble with a gang of tough@ who 
attempted torun the saloon. We put them 
out. One of them, Jimmy Oollins, came 
around again last night. We ordered him out 
and he left, but came back again. We again 
ordered him out, and while he was refusing to 
go some little Switzer, whom I do not know, 

hed him out. Collins came back and attacked 
ottlieb, striking him. These two detectives 
had entered the — a short time before, 
and they grabbed hold of Gottlieb and struck 
him, telling him to let Collms alone. They 
had held him back before while he was putting 
out Cellins. This made us believe they were 
members of the gang and I gotaclub and 
came outto help Gottlieb. I tackled Tracy, 
while he handled Hobbs. Tracy seemed to be 
trying to draw a revolver all the time, and 
spoke of shooting someone. I don’t think Hobbs 
was knocked down. As soon as Tracy in- 
formed us who they were and showed hie star 
we quit beating them. They looked as though 
they had been drinking a little, and this made 
us believe they ane members of the gang.’’

— 1 has not drunk anything for a long time, 
and Hobbs is not a drinking man. The latter 
is ot a very modest, retiring nature and is not 
one who would be to interfere

as the prisoners claim, without revealing his 
identity. If the prisoners were not aware of 
the business of the officers it was probably be- 
cause thay were too excited to heed what 
Hobbs and Tracy told them. Warrants for as- 
sault to kill were issued against both men 
and Judge Paxson this afternoon refused ball 
for them, R. 8. MacDonald making the appli- 
cation to have them admitted to bond an ad Re.

DEAF BULL ON A RAMPAGE. 


The Crow Medicine Man Attempts to Mur- 
der His Fellow Prisoners. 


Sr. PAUL, Minn., February 17.—Deaf Bull, a 
sub-chief and medicine man among the Crow 
Indians, who was captured with seven others 
by Gen. Ruger last fall, made an attack on two 
of his companions yesterday that may prove 
fatal. The eight captive braves occupied a 
large room in the military prison at Ft. Snell- 
ing. Deaf Bull got hold of a big knife and 


made an onslaught on the entire party. The 
Indians let out wild yells that aroused the 
whole garrison. The sentinels about the 
prison gave the alarm anda detachment was 
sent inside. Deaf Bull had by that time caught 
two of the braves, Orazyhead and Man-Who- 
Looks-With-His-Ears, and laid open their 
throats, and stabbed them in the arms and 
sides, and they lay on the floor bleed 
ing. When the soldiers got inside, he made 
a break at them and was felled with the but of 
a musket. He got up and jumped on Corporal 
Holly, but was knocked down and overpow- 
* „ not, however, until he had slashed his 
knife into his own throat, cutting a serious 
wound. 

He was handcuffed, buteven then he made 
such a fight that he broke his own right arm 
just above the elbow. In this condition he 
was chained to one side of nis stone prison. 
Three Indians, besides the two above-named, 
got some — cuts from the red man's knife, 
as he went on his wild chase, before the de- 
tachment got.in. Cragyhead and Man-Who- 
Looke With-His-Hars, may die from the 
wounds. Since winter came the braves are 
given regular rations daily and spend their 
time in shoveling snow and sawing wood, be- 
ing label guarded all the time. Deaf Bull 
has been the only troublesome member of the 


gang » He has been sullen ever since his cap- 
ure, and has two or three times rebelied 
when forced to saw wood.

DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


A DOMESTIC SERVANT’S DAMAGE SUIT FOR 
AN ARREST. ’ 


Trial of the Gannon-Dopovan Case Befure a 
Jury To-Day—The Nieman Habeas Corpus 
Proceeding—Matters in Pending Divorce 
Suite—A Wife’s Motion Overruled—Legal 
News and Notes. 


A jury was called to-day in Judge Valliant’s 
court for the trial of the 510, 0 damage suit 
brought by Julia Gannon against John F. Don- 
ovan, Thisisa pecuilay case. The plaintiff 
was in the employ of Mrs. Mary Ridenbaugh, 
and she complains that on the Loth 
of February, 188, two officers, at 
the instance ot Mr. Donovan, 
dame to the Ridenbaugh residence and pro- 
ceeded to examine every artiole in the plaint- 
tiff’s trunk, scattering the contents all over 
the floor. They treated her in an insulting 
manner and took her off to the Four Opurts, 
where she was closely questioned 
and subjected to great indignities, 
and was held there for one 


hour and a half before she was released. She 
was innocent of any charge that might have 
been contemplated and there was no ee 
or authority of law tor the way thet ah 

treated. It appeared that several billiard. balls 
and other articles had been stolen from Mr. 
Donovan’s establishment and 1 was 
made by officers. Several ladies were in court 
to testify as to the piaintiff’s good character in 
domestic service. There was no prosecution 
and no warrant ever issued. 


The Nieman Habeas Corpus Case. 


Judge Valliant bas set the hearing of the 
Nieman habeas corpus case, involving the care 
and controlof Antoinette and Loretta Nieman, 
for the 3d of March. The little girls were pro- 
duced in court last evening and were asked

“CLOSING SESSIONS. 


THE BOARD OF REVISION NOW REVIEWING 
THE GOOD WORK. 


Nearly Eight Thousand Names Stricken 
From the Lists—Why Recorder Williams 
Refuses to Furnish Registration Books to 
the Politicians for Their Primaries—In- 
stances of Fraud Belated by Citizens— 
Acting-Mayor Allen Favors the Revision 
Notes. 


The Board of Revision now sitting as a 
Board of Review, held a session this morning 
at the City Hall for the purpose of hearing the 
claims of voters who: had been improperly 
stricken from the registration lists. Very few 
applications were made, although the total 
number of names stricken from the 
books now amount to nearly eight thousand. 
Another session of the Board was held at 3 
o’ clock this afternoen. The last meeting will 
be held at the same hour to-morrow, after 
which the lists will be made up and forwarded 
to the printer. Several applications for 
reinstatement have deen refused, as 
the applicants could not show the 


legal claims to registration. In order to se- 
cure reinstatement the applicant must sign, 
the following application to which he is 
sworn: ä 

GENTLEMEN—The undersigned begs leave to 
state, that he was duly registered on the lists 
of the Recorder of Voters, as residing a, 
in Precinct No.—, where be now resides, 
that his name has been improperly stricken 
from said lists. He respectfully asks that his 
name be restored. 

The last opportunity to rectify the errors 
will be given to-morrow afternoon. Recorder 
Williams has refused to furnish the books for 
use at the primaries. Fifteen copies of the 
lists will be furnished, to be kept at the Re- 
corder’s office. If the parties will make a pre- 
cinct canvass and present the lists at the 
City Hali, the Recorder will certify that the 
names appear on his lists or that they do not, 
according to the facts lu the case. 

The objections to giving out the list of reg- 
istered voters appears from the contents of a 
letter recently received by the Recorder. A 
gentleman wrote asking that his name be 
stricken from the list in a certain precinct as 
he had moved from the precinct and was 
voting in another partofthecity. He had 
ascertained that his name had at each 
election been voted from the old number by 
some person unknown to him. To avoid 
frauds of this kind the Recorder has refused to 
give out copies of the poll-books. 

Another citizen has written that on looking 
over the published lists of the names stricken 
from the books during the session of the 
Board of Revision he has discovered 
three persons registered from the house in 
which he has resided for fifteen years, and in 
which no other male person of the requisite 
age lived, or has lived since thattime. As 
soon as the Board adjourns to-morrow after- 
noon the Recorder will prepare the corrected 
lists for the printers.

FLOCKING TO PARIS. 
— — 
AMERICAN CROOKS BOLDLY OPERATING IN 
THE FRENCH QAPITAL. 


— 


A Remarkable State of Affairs—Iuspector 
Byrnes Talks Freely—Forgers, Swindlers 
and Thieves Driven Away From New 
Kork, Making Their Headquarters in the 
European Capitals. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH, 

NEW YORK, February 17.—A number of fash- 
lonably-dressed visitors entered the Detective 
Bureau yesterday and looked over a quantity 
of valuables which the detectivés ‘‘scooped’’ 
in during the past week in theirraids upon the 
lairs of noted ‘‘erooks.’? ach of the visitors 
bad lost something of more or less value, and 
hoped to find in the heterogeneous mass the 
article which the nimbie-fingered gentry so 
delicately extricated. These examinations 
were being superintended by Inspector Byrnes 
assisted by the alert Sergt. Mangin. The Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent dropped into the De- 
tective Bureau. The Inspector held a news- 
paper in his hand and was perusing the two- 
column cable about Crime in Paris’’ when 
the reporter entered, 

That isa remarkable state of affairs, but 
nevertheless it exists,’’ said the celebrated 
detective chief when he had finished reading 
the cable. ‘‘Orime in all its degress flourishes 
to a greater extent fn Paris to-day than, per - 
haps, inany other city in the world. It isa 
city that offers many facilities for the opera- 
tions of criminals, and, what is more, they 
seem to work with every degree of success. I 
believe the account is not the least exagger- 
ated, for I have received information which 
fully corroborated just what 1 have read in 
this paper. 

‘*This state of affairs has existed long in 
Paris, and I am surprised that an expose has 
not reached this country sooner. I know itis 
a positive fact that forgers, swindlers, gam- 
blers and blackmailers who have flourished in 
this city for years are 

NOW OPERATING IN PARIS 
with the utmost boldness, and apparently 
without any fear of detection. It appears to 


me that these scoundrels are in some way pro- 
tected, or they vould be speedily captured.“ 

‘*Ig it your impression that these marauders 
are there in organized gangs?“ 

‘*Certainly, or they would not be so success- 
ful. I know it to bea fact that members of 
such gangs have left this city alone and gone to 
Paris to meet on the other side and perform 
work specially laid out for them. It 
warm for these ‘crooks’ to operate 
this city, for I made it a rule to keep them 
under my eye and know every movement they 
made. Ifa ‘job’ was performed I could lay 
my hands on the men who ‘worked’ it. They 
were scooped in so incessantly and handed 
over for punishment that they decided to 
move to less warm quarters. These men 
believe that there is but one good city in 
any particular country, and being driven 
ous of that they s e the next availa- 
bie field. From here have known 
them to go directly to London, to Brussels 
and Paris and be successfulin nearly all their 
undertakings. In reading the descriptions of 
the work performed by all these people, as 
told in this cable, you will notice that in nearly 
every instance the same kind of tricks have 
been played here. There is nothing new tous 
in their modus operandi, and the execution of 
their work, 80 graphically described, points 
almost with certainty to the operators of the 
depredations. It is only a short while ago 
that two celebrated cracksmen, namely, 

BILLY PORTER AND ‘SHEENY’ MIKE, 
returned from a trip on the other side with 
$70,000 in solid cash. Thesetwo men struck 
the principal cities like a whirlwind, and re- 
turned here to spend their cash. 2 broke 
into jewelry stores, banks and busmess 
places right and left, and in no instance were 
detected. When they reached this. ci I 
nabbed them and made it hot for them while 
here and off they skipped again. I know now 
that Porter has taken over a gang with him to 
work the large cities of Europe again, and I 
know furthermore that his operations so far 
have been successful. 

„How do you account for strange crooks 
being so successful in foreign cities?’ 

„That is easily accounted for. It is not 
they who plan the job, but do the execution. 
The American thief, burglar or forger is the 
most desperate and boldest operator known. 
He will take more chances and work more 
coolly and with a greater degree of security. 
Good materials like ‘Sheeny Mike,’ Porter 
and men of their kidney can always find the 
man who hasin view a crib worth cracking. 
This head, or leader, figures only in the plans 
and it there is a failure in the job he is never 
called to account, but does his best in the 
background to help his unfortunate workers 
out of the hole. You see, criminals can 
readily leave here if they find it warm and 
through a sort of mystic association form new 
combinations in nearly 

ANY CITY IN THE WORLD.’’ 

„% Are you in communication with any of the 
Parisian officials regarding these recent 
crimes?’’ 

„That question I will not answer.“ ro- 
plied the inspector quickly. ‘‘I have simp! 
commented upon the fact that the cable arti- 
cle is true in every particular, and thatI can 
substantiate the facte with evidence in my pos- 
session at the present time. My chief desire, 
however, isto keep my bailiwick clear from 
all such objectionable characters and I feel 
safe in stating that so far I have been succesgs- 
ful. To keep it so requires unflagging atten- 
tion and a constant overhauling of all the 
criminal resorts. This I do constantiy, and 
consequently sleep seeure at night in the be- 
lief that not an expert crim@nal exists within 
miles of this city.’ 

What is your opinion of the suggestion to 
have English and American Inspectors at Paris 
to detect the presence of these objectionable 
citizens?’’ 

‘*Il approve of the suggestion by all means. 
It stands to reason if a man thoroughly con- 
versant with all kinds of crime and criminals 
were stationed Ina city like Paris he could 
readily pick out the crooks. Nearly every 
class of criminal has his particniar style of 

rforming work, and all the Inspector would 
ave to do would be to inspectthe ruin. Itis 
less than a year ago thatthe newspapers here 
published a minute and perfect description of 


the robbery of 
MERCHANT MILLER’S SAFB 

in Philadelphia. From this accurate descrip- 
tion of just how the robbery was performed I 
was enabled to say at once to my men, ‘I 
want Jack Talbot, bank burglar and sate 
breaker.’ We not only got the man, but found 
nearly all the prizes of the robbery hidden in 
the burglar’s residence, The necessity of 
these expert criminal inspectors is all the 
more assured from the fact that first-class 
criminals do not stay long in a city where they 
plunder. I know that some gangs cross over 
three and four times a year and find no dif- 
ficulty in meeting with success, In London re- 
cently the Scotland Yard men have been lucky 
in copturing some of our well known crooks, 
but there are considerably more crimes com- 
mitted than are ever made known. In Paris, 
however, it appears an easy matter for Ameri- 
can thieves to operate with impunity and 
come back here to revel in the cash so unlaw- 
fully obtained.’’

IN A SHOAL OF CROCODILES, 


The Frightfal Experience of a Hunter in 
India—He Lost His Nerve. 


From the Indian Mail. 

On one occasion I was ascending the Little 
Rangoon River with three natives and the 
mail-bags, when we were hailed from shore 
by an English hunter who had been camping 
out among the fierce wild animals and poison- 
ous serpents for seventy days. He was en- 
tirely alone, and he had killed five leop- 
ards, three tigers, six or eight large ser- 
pents, and much other game. He had 
several fresh sears to prove a hand-to-hand 
conflict with a wounded tiger, and the bare 
fact of his being alone in that country, ex- 


posed almost to every danger one could 
dream of, was proof that he was a brave man. 

He had a raft atthe bank and was about to 
cross the stream.

‘never a fast one,“ won the race. These 
statements are denied in detail by all parties 
concerned, Tom Burt ef Louisville, the pool- 
seller, included. A full investigation will be 
made. 

It may not be out of place to reprint here a 
description of the race, so that the charges 
may be judged as far as possible. The follow- 
ing description is clipped from the Louisville 
Courier-Journal, May 17, 1882: 

THD RACE. 

They were soon congregated at the half-mile 
post, prancing and eager to be away. After 
two false starts, President Clark gave the 
signal, and, as the red flag waved approval, 
Harry Gilmore shot to the front as if propelled 
from a spring, Babcock second, the Pat Malloy 
colt third, Robert Bruce fourth, the others to- 
gether and well up. Before 100 yards had been 
reached, Runnymede was pocketed and 
the inclosure looked substantial. Kelso 
immediately made play with Babcock, 
and before the one-eighth was run had 
landed him at Gilmore’s saddle-girths. 
Robert Bruce pulled off from the group 
and drew near to the front. To the quarter 
and mto the stretch Babcock had gamed the 
lead, Harry Gilmore holding well at second, 
Robert Bruce claiming third, the Pat Malloy 
colt drawn back to fourth, Runnymede out of 
the pocket and under a strong pull at fifth. 
Harry Gilmore was not ridden a waiting 
race. Down the stretch Gibbs pressed him a 
trifle and he was soon at Babcock’s flank, 
and a second more he was directing the 
chase. Robert Bruce, too, began his run 
early, and as the straight was left behind 


them, he showed his heels to Babcock and 
was owner of the second position. In this 
order they blotted out the half mile and 
crossed the string with Babcock third, Runny- 
mede fourth, Apollo fifth, Highflyer sixth, the 
others a jumble of jockeys, unplaced and 
strug — hard, the grand stand propelling 
a satisfied chorus of cheers, which died at 
their heels as they rounded up the quarter 
stretch. 

Hurd sat astride of Apollo confident and 
waiting, saving his horse for the 3 
finish. He was going Garefully to sixth, an 
to the uninitiated looked out of the race, but 
his rider’s judgment wasrare, and the frui- 
tion came in good time. 

At the entrance gate Robert Bruce contested 
the leadership with the Cottrell mount and 
the argument of the question was a pretty 
spurt to the three-quarter, where the spirited 
Scottish hero crossed the line ahead the better 
of Harry Gilmore, who was six lengths in the 
lead ef Runnymede, who had worked out of 
another dangerous pocket, formed a half fur- 
long back. Babcock’s nose was at his throat- 
latch, Highflyer fifth, Apollo (still making hay 
while the sun shene) sixth, and Lost Cause 
seventh, the others lapped with one another 
and strung out by turns. 

Leaving the three-quarter the pace quick- 
ened, and the word went out from front to 
rear that those who dallied were damned. 
McLaughlin for tlie first time relaxed his 
rein on Runnymede, and the beautiful son of 
Billet leaped responsive to it, and closed upon 
the videttes. Kélso took the fever and pushed 
the Lakeland mount for the lead. ilmore 
was coming fairly and his rider didn’t force 
him. Robert Bruce had carried nobly the 
honors of Tennessee for a bot and hard three- 
quarters, but the blood of Lord Murphy flowed 
not in his veins, and in his tired heart he cared 
no more for the Derby purse than if it were 
dross. The gait and the company were too 
good for him, and before the red and white of 
the mile-post met his eye he lagged and was 
sorely beaten. 

With the rounded mile for a life-time mem- 
ory, Gilmore’s red and white shown 
two lengths in advance of the black and white 
of the keland mount, Runnymede third, 
Robert Bruce plodding at fourth, the others 
tailed and trailing. Onlyaquarter more to 
the stretch and a quarter to the string, and 
the weary journey would end. The cold- 
blooded ones caught the whip and shrunk 
from it; the gamer ones caught the spur and 
welcomed it. McLaughlin now loosed his 
hold on Runnymede, and he gained the flag-

The mile and a quarter done for, and Run- 
nymede wheeled into the final stretch a head 
the better of Harry Gilmore, who had driven 
stubbornly well for a fierce five quarters, 
Apolio gaining rapidly at third, Lost Cause 
fou An Instant and the forlorn rear guard 
came into line behind them. A dozen or more 
parallel lines showed through the field- 
glasses, and then the lightning of the raw- 
hide was joined to the thunder of half a hun- 
dred hoofs. 

It was a fighting finish, and the choicest 
were given the whip. Fifty yards further on 
and Apollo had reache Runnyemede’s 
withers. he chestnut colt was a foeman 
worthy of his notice. At the eighth the purple 
and white of Apollo brushed the eyes of the 
solace and pride the Dwyer stable, and 
—— with magnificent stride, came toward 
the goal. 

It was whip and steel to the string, but the 
fine Apollo came under the line winner of the 
Derby by hait a length, Runnymede second; 
Bengal, making a splendid race, third; game 
Harry Gilmore, fourth; Babcock, fifth; Mono- 
gram, sixth; Highflyer, seventh; Wendover, 
eighth; Pat Malloy colt, ninth; Wallansee, 
tenth; Newsboy, gleventh; Mistral, twelfth; 
Lost Cause, thirteenth; Robert Bruce, last.
